Judge McClure Interprets the Arkan- 
sas Ballot Statute. — 


SUPERVIEORS INSTRUCTED TO DISOBEY 
ITS PROVISIONS. 


Bold Attempt to Control the Election— 
Republicans Ccolonizing Black Voters 
in New York—Where the Negro Stands 
as a Producer—Heavy Registration in 
Chicago—Folitical News. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Oct. 19.—Judge John 
McClure, Chief Supervisor of Election, 
assisted by two clerks, is busily engaged 
appointing Supervisors of Kiection and for- 
warding them Instructions. Fifty-one of the 
seventy-five counties the State 
have petitioned for tha appointment 
of these officials, He expects to 
appoint about two thousand supervisors. 
The instructions he is sending to his 
appointees are different from those of any 
chief supervisor of any other State 
in the Union. Judge McClure con- 
tends that the Arkansas election 
law in some of its provisions is un- 
constitutional and the instructions he Is 
sending to thejsupervisors,if obeyed, are cer- 
tain to result in a serlous clash between 
those officials and the election judges. 

‘*T just want to see,’’ he remarked to-day, 
‘*if the Federal government has any rights 
inan election in a State where a President 
and Vice-President and six Congress- 
men are to be voted for. If not 
then the four years of war, the shedding of 
vast quantities of blood and the expendi- 
ture of millions of dollars 0? money amounted 
to nothing.’’ 

The following are Judge McClure’s in- 
structiors to supervisors upon the point in 
which the State election law is ignored: 

‘*The act of 1891 declares: ’ 


Any elector who shall tell the judges that he can- 
not read or write, or that by reason of physical dis- 
ability he is unable to mark his ballot, may nave the 
assistance of two ofthe judgesin the preparation of 
his ballot, who, in the presence of the elector, and 
in the presence of each other, shall prepare his ba!- 
lots for him as he wishes to voteit. But before any 
such elector shall be required or permitted to teil 
how he wisnes his ballot inade up, or for whom he 
wishes to vote, allelectors, including ‘those ig the 
beuths, shall be required to withdraw from the poll- 
ing rvom. 

‘‘If such a person, as is described inthe 
section last quoted, should apply to the 
judges of election to bave his ballot pre- 
pared, you will not leave the room. You 
have the right to see all thatthe judges and 
clerks of election do, in the discharge of any 
duty imposed on them by law. The marking 
ofa ballot for a voter who cannot read or 
write ts a duty enjoined on the judywes by the 
aet of 1891. 

‘*It may, and nodoubt will be urged that, 
to allow youto witness whether the ballot Is 
marked in accordance with the wish or direc- 
tion of the voter, would destroy its secrecy. 
The law ttself destroys its secrecy, when it 
requires an elector, before depositing his bal- 
lot tn the box, to state in the presence of two 
judges for whom he Ccésiresto vote. There 
isno Mere werrent- in the State eonstitation, 
to compela voter whe cannot read or write

‘‘If the judues of election are calied upon to 
preparea ballot foran elector you have the 
rivhttotake and remain insuch position as 
wWiilenable you tosee whetherthe ballot ts 
prepared in accordance with the direction of 
the elector. 

‘*The law places you in the room where the 
voting is Gone to see whether a fraud Is per- 
petrated, by which the resuit of the election 
will be affected. To prepare a ballot con- 
trary to the wishes or direction of the voter, 
constitutes a fraud, and one that tends to 
affect the result of the election. The act of 
Congress, under which you are acting, is, 
as has been sali, paramount to any 
State law, concerning elections for Repre- 
sentatives tn Congress. ‘fhe State law is in 
conflict with the act of Congress, and its 
observance would retard and interfere witha 
proper discharge of your duties; you will 
therefore disregard the State law, and be 
guided inthe performance of your cuties by 
the act under which you were appointed. 
Il am advised that Deputy Marshals 
will be appointed for your precinct and be In 
attendance on the dayof election. Should 
you needany protection, you can apply to 
them. The marshal,or his deputy, has power 
to errest apyone, no matter what his office 
or station may be, who interferes with you 
Inthe discharge of your duties. The power 
of the deputy marshul will be referred to 
hereafter. 

‘*Itis no part of your duty to mark a ticket 
for an elector, and you wil! not perform any 
act of that kind. Vhelaw imposes that duty 
on the judges of election, and they alone 
have that power.

Eleventh Annual Convention in Session 
at Cleveland. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 19.—The opening ses- 
sion of the eleventh annualconvention of 
the American Street Railroad Association 
was held this forenoon in Association Hall 
with the largest attendance ever known 
in the history of the organization. 
Mayor Rose, in welcoming the vyvis-

This afternoon the delegates and 
representatives of raliway supply companies 
who are here visited the rush and Short 
electric works and partook of an 
elaborate luncheon prepared by the Short 
people. The display of street railway equip- 
ments is very large, three immense halls be- 
ing occupied. Everything from an eiectric 
button to a complete cable system is shown 
in regular working operation, the display be- 
ing by far the most elaborate ever attempted 
a@taineeting of this kind. About 60) dele- 
gates are present from all parts of the 
United States, nearly every city of over 
10,000 inhabitants belug represented.

Exactions of Turkish Troops Precipitate 
a Conflict. 


FOURTEEN OF THE SOLDIERS KILLED, 
TWENTY WOUNDED. 


Further Trouble Feared From a Breach of 
Faith-— The Bogus Frince of Teck ean 
Amoerican — A Protest From Canadian 
Grain Shippers —Fieuro- Pneumonia in 
Cattle Shipped From New York. 


CRETE, Oct. 19.—Since the revolt, Oct. 4, of 
the inhabitants of the village of Askifo, in 
the Province of Sphakia, against the Turkish 
troops stationed there, serious riots have 
occurred in other parts of the province and 
elsewhere ontheisland. The trouble grew 
outofthe outrages by Turkish troops and 
Turkish officials, and the feeling was so in- 
tense that the natives took advantage of ev- 
ery occasion to harass them. Skirmishes 
were of frequent occurrence, and it Is alleged 
here that during these fights four 
Christians were killed. The Turkish 
lost fourteen soldiers killed and 
twenty wounded. Finally the bishop 
of Sphakia intervened to settle the troubles. 
He secured from Chevket Pasha, Governor of 
Crete, a promise that the Cretans who took 
partinthe disturbances would not be mo- 
lested if they created no further disorders. 
This promise resulted in hostilities being 
suspended fora time, but now a report is in 
circulation that eight of the Cretans who 
took a prominent part in the rioting had 
been seized as conspirators by the authori- 
ties and transported to Tripoll. The Cretans 
are indignant atthis breach of faithanda 
band, composed of 1,000armed men, is pre- 
paring to demand the release of their fellow 
countrymen. Aserious fight is imminent un- 
less a settlement is soon reached.

AMERICAN.

CHINESE LAUNDRY CHICKS. 


Description of the Meanuner in Which Ah 
Sin Runs His Basixcss. 


From the Brooklyn Eagle. 

The Chinese jaundryman is, as a rule, a 
very uncommunicative individual, and does 
not make any great effort toenter into more 
intimate relaiions with strangers. liow- 
ever, the almond-eyed celestial wiih whom 
aman came incontact provedto be a little 
more free spoken than uis countrymen gen- 
eraliy are, possibiy because he iad mas- 
tereu the language Oetter than most China- 
men. 

He seemed ready toanswer any interroga- 
tion that might be putto him and In respouse 
io an inquiry willingly explained the system 
of laundry checks in universal use among 
Clinamen. To begin with, he illustrated 
how the culecEs were writien with a brush- 
like pen with india ink on the red-or green 
Silps of paper. 

Usuaily red paper isused for bundles of 
coliars and cuffs alone ahd the green 
checks for bundles of iadmdry composed of 
different articles. The Chinese system of 
counting Is similarto our own--that is, there 
are nine figures, but tuere is unother char- 
acter tor ten Which resembles a cross. 

dhe other nine figures are of curious for- 
mation, easily recognizable as Dbeluy Chinese 
characters. uhel, 2 ands are represented 
by horizontal lines, the same us lioman 
numerais, except tual the latter are verti- 
cai. The rest are pecuilar formations lin- 
possibie to describe. 

Now comes the point of dlfference be- 
tween the Arabic system of notation and 
thatof the disciples of Contucius. Instead 
of using the first nine tigures con bined witu 
the tigure 10 to express uwuinbers greater than 
WW, the ?Chinese have uliferent characters, 
which witu we cross (10) are eqgulivaient to 
what we cali our ‘**teens.’’ 

Then the multipies of 10 are formed by the 
use of the same characters as ior tue lebns, 
but the cross for 10 is placed to therightt o1 
the other cuaracter. 

There still remain ail the other numbers 
beyond 20, except the muitipies of 10, to be 
provided Ior. 

“hese are formed by combining the char- 
acter used forthe multiples of 10 and the 
character denoting the figure which,it added 
to tie multiple, Wii makethe desired hum- 
ber, except that, in combining tue two, the 
cross denoting the 10 is oinitteu. 

For exumple, in writing 40, a character 
resembling our X is placed to the leit of the 
cross (10), andto make 43 the X and three 
lines, Vertical imthis case, Are Used, omit- 
ting the cross used in writing 4). Thusit 
will be seen that they will Lave 18 characters 
while we have butilv, and our system is not 
nearly so cumbersome, 

‘Yo recapitulate, they have the nine charac- 
tors whici are represented by our nine digits 
and the cross for 10, Which we form Dy com- 
bining the 0 and tie 1, ‘There are eigut more 
characters used in forming ail the rest of the 
numbers. ‘the2and% when used ib iorming 
these pumbers are written vertically: the 4 is 
an X, the 6 resembles an 8, the 6is like an L, 
the 7 the same with a line under It, the & the 
same with two lines .under it, and theya 
combination of two curved lines. 

The Chinese cannot count beyond 100, or 
ninety-nine, rather, andso when the Jjaun- 
dryman bas exhausted all his numbers he is, 
forced to fali back on words, ‘neretore he 
writes the word on the check twice, just the 
same as the number is written twice. ‘Ihe 
number is often writtenin the center also, 
and the check torn in two pieces right 
through these characters, and thus an ud- 
ditional safeguard is provided. 

The word written on the check Is gener- 
ally the name of some familiar object or a 
motto. With eacii hundred checks this, of 
course, hasto bé changed, When the goods 
are put inthe washa strip of cotton Cioin 
is tled to each one, on which is written the 
number, and, if necessary, the additional 
word and number oO! articies which have the 
same number. 

It wili be seeen that the system is cum- 
brous, necessitating inuch work. The price 
of the washingis marked on the part of the 
check the laundrymab keeps, so thathe can 
tell at a glance bow much lo charge,

United States Minister Boyd, while recent- 
ly home on a leave of absence ircm Bangkok, 
according to the San Francisco Xxraminer, 
said: ‘*The American Legation at Slam was 
composed of very curious members,’’ as he 
stroked the tawny coat of his $300 pair 
Slamese cats. 

‘*You see the Government makes me no 
allowance for acorpor secretaries and un- 
der dignitaries like the tony missions receive, 
and I had to force a little style with the bect 
native materialon hand, Sol drafied in the 
service of Uncle Sam as assortment of cheap 
but sayacious assistants, who helped to fur- 
nish dignity to the establishment without 
any severe strain on its exchequer. 

**You can dao thig sort of thing readily in 
Siam, where the freest sociability prevails 
between the people and the gifted menagerie 
that inhabits the island. Fora watchdog, 
in case 1 wanted to leave the house fora 
while, I had an intellectual little dog from 
the King’s kennel, He comes of a family 
trained for untold generations to play this 
role, and when placed on sentinel duty he 
could he fully trusted, night or day, to 
cover his charge with entire success. No- 
body but myself or wife could approach my 
desk Or anything thathe was left to guard 
without havinga severe attack of remorse. 
Then came a marvelous pairof cats. They, 
too, came of lofty pedigree, and are ex- 
tremely rare, but their most practical value 
in Siam comes from their merciless warfare 
on snakes. Bangkok is a crowded capttal, a 
sort of Venice, largely built over the water, 

‘**Theentire country back of itis infested 
with enormous boas, from fifteen to twenty- 
five feet in length. When their country 
board gets unpalatable these monsters stroll 
down into Bangkok im search of supplies, 
Their pet dainties are pigs, chickens, geese. 
and cats. No, their bite is not venemous., 
but they do swiftand deadly execution with 
their giant coils. Instinctively, there- 
fore, the cat recognizes his arch enemy, but 
you don’t know what a ferocious prize 
fight is until you can see one of these small 
tawny felines make an unerring spring an 
fasten himself to the back of the boa’s neck, 
To this vulnerable point he holds lke grim 
death, scratching meanwhile with the wild- 
est tiger-like fury, till the huge moneter 
throws up the sponge, They are gentile and 
good-natured, these amber-eyed beauties, 
until Mr. Boa comes around, when they sud- 
denly develop the ferocity of ten devils, It 
was a reptile seventeen feet long that one of 
this fighting species laid out in my legation 
yard one day. 

‘*You must understand that Siam is an out- 
door and open- window clime, and this leads 
to sociability on a very democratic scale, 
You never can tell the mixed character of 
angels, four-footedand otherwise, you are 
liable to entertain at night. For instance, 
we hada pair of baby sun bears, gentle as 
kittens, on the legation pay-roll in some po- 
sition of honor. 

‘*They passed the day in the banyan trees, 
and dropped down about midnight to call on 
their friends. We found them under our bed 
one morning, and then Mrs. Boyd thought 
the hour bad arrived to draw the line on fhe 
beasts. We hadto dismiss our pelican, too, 
in disgrace, in spite of the dignity he main- 
tained on the front porch, for the royal dog 
made Opes war on his tail feathers until he 
resembled a skirtless ballet girl,’’

It Is Abandoned as a War Barrack and No 
Ensign Can Float There. 


During the recent Grand Army encamp- 
mentan enthusiastic veteran introducedia 
resolution calling upon the Secretary of War 
to holst an American fag over Fort Sumter, 
in Charleston harbor. Inthe excitement of 
the moment the resolution went through 
without opposition or investigation. At the 
War Department the chief of engineers, who 
has charge ofthe Government fortifications, 
was questioned on the subject. He says the 
Secretary Of Var has not yet complied with 
the resolution, says the Pittsburg Dispaich, 
nor ts it }ikely thathe will. The army regu- 
lations provide that the Union flag shall be 
displayed at military forts and fortifications 


that are garrisoned or occupied. Fort Sum- |} 


teris neither garrisoned nor occupied, and 
therefore the Secretary of War has no au- 
thority to float a flag over the old fortress 
unless be is prepared to garrison it with 
troops. In further explanation of the non. 
appearance of a flag at’ Fort Sumter and 
otber practically abandoned forts, the engi- 
neer officers say that very serious forelgzn 
complications mightarise if the resolution 
adopted by the Grand Army of the Republic 
encampment ts carried out. 

For instance, ifthe fag was hoisted over 
Fort Sumtera foreign warship might visit 
the harbor of Charleston. In accordance 
with the naval regulations of the world the 
foreign ship would salute the American 
fing, and expecta similar salute in return,

A Telegraphe:’s Story of a Measage From 
" the Other World.

One of the wildest, weirdest stories of the 
supernatural that has ever come under the 
experience of mortal man istold by R. 
Field, the Big Four telegraph operator at 
Southside Station. Mr. Field is a very in- 
telligent and conscientious man, and he re- 
lates his fearful experience with a candor 
and earnestness that almost makes one be- 
lieve itin spite of its extreme improbablility. 

‘*It was seven years ago,’’ he began. ‘'I 
was assigned to night duty at a lttle station 
called Evansburg, Pa.; on the New York, 
Pennsylvania & Ohio Raltlroad. I hadn’t 
been around the world very much, but flat- 
tered myself thati had a good deal of me- 
chanical genius. Ttheoffice was incbarge of 
an old fogy soit ofa fellow named Jones.

To satisfy myself that 1 had not been 
carried away by my imavination. for the 
ticking was faintand subduel. I got out of 
bed and with fear and trembling opened the 
cupboard door. \ 

**f took the instrument inmy hand and it 
still continued to work, I putit on thetable, 
but the sound it made was unintelligible. I 
turne the spring,so that there would be Jess 
resistance, and then in as gees and perfect 
Morse as lever heard, the Invisible person, 
spirit, or whatever it was, wrote’ 

** *Do you get me?’ 

‘‘I was so overcome that I involuntarily 
answered ‘yes’ without putting itonthe in- 
strument -The unknown heard me, for 
again, in the beautiful writing, it continued: 

** *Thank God, atlast. My name Is Charles 
Blake. laman old-timer. My parents, who 
reside in Mount Pleasant, Io., have lost me. 
They don’t know what my fate has been. I 
want you to write to my father, Homer 
Siake, at Mount Pleasant, Io., and inform 
him that I dled at Shreveport, La., of yellow 
fever'on ——.” ‘I have forgotten the dats, 
but it was several years priortothe date of 
this communication. 

‘*Il was frightened todeath. My hair stood 
onend. My boarding-house was two miles 
from the telegraph station, and there was no 
telegraph wire ofany kind inthe vicinity. I 
was a little dubious about the communication 
from the other world, or from somewhere, I 
will not undertake to say. 

‘*Before venturing to write to Homer Blake, 
as directed, I picked up a Western Union 
tariff book, which [had in my room, to see 
if there was such a town as Mount Pleasant, 
Io. Ifound that there was such a place, 
a fact that I did not know before, 
and it was located on the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Ratll- 
road. ‘losatisfy myselfand notto be taken 
in, I wrote a letter to the Postmaster at 
Mount Pleasant and asked if he knew:of any 
one in that vicinity named Homer Bldke, and 
to give me what information he could with- 
out telling him what I wanted It for. 

‘**A few days later I receiveda reply, andl 
have his letter somewhere among my effects, 
in which he said that Homer Blake had ilved 
in Mount Pleasant some vears before, 
that he had moved away, to 

place he dia not know, 
LBiake,? he informed me, had two sons, 
one of whom, Charles, was supposed to be 
dead, and the other was @ grain merchant in 
the far West.’’ 

‘*Did you not pursue your investigations 
further?’’ 

‘‘No, ldid not. Thetruthis, Iwas scared 
to death. I worked that wire for elghteen 
months. Every time 1 took off the relay it 
made thesame pecullar noise and “worked 
ina spluttering sort ofa way, and to show 
that there must have been some hidden or 
occult force it crossed the other wires.’’

Often they do not leave the carriage a 
all, but have t'e goods brought tothem for 
inspection, and ad the carriages are closely 
hooded, they do not afford good opportunity 
for studving the fair occupants. I have seen 
onan exceptionally fine January afternoon, 
perhaps a half-dozen women on foot, shop- 
ping along Obispo street, the principal mart 
for things deartothe feminine heart. Aside 
from this they may be seento some extent 
upon the Prado in the evening, when the 
band plays. 

Three evenings a week a poor band ranges 
itseif about the statue of Jsabelia the 
Catholic, and it discourses music from 8s to 
10 o’clock, while the populace comes out 
and indulges $n a grand walk-around. Ssun- 
day night Is the principal time for its 
performance, and it is customary to say 
that the beauty, wit and chivalry of the 
Cuban capital are then on exhibition. This 
may have Deen so in the old days, but it 
would require fnuch collateral evidence to 
convince me that our best society was 
abroad upon any of the uccasions when I 
have been a witness to this function. 

Nevertheless, it has afforded me some op- 
portunity for studying Cuban femininity, 
and strict attention here, combined with oc- 
casional glimpses under carriage hoods, 
some fleeting glances in the Calle de Obispo, 
frequent attendance at morning mass, anda 
general review on a gala night at the theater, 
have qualified me In some measure to speak. 
The Cuban woman, asa rule, is not beauti- 
ful. If this be treason, make the most 
of it. She has tawny hair, a charming 

rown eye, and a certain duskiness of skin 
that we may call olive complexion. Seen in 
a half light, her face half shrouded, too, by 
a Diack mantilla, and our minds predisposed 
to credit her with allthe chafms of a oer- 
fervid and tropical womanhood, she is 
a creature to admire without § stint or 
reason, But in the full glare of the electric 
light or beneath the noonday sun—which she 
aiways avolds—the tawny skin showsa cover- 
ing of powder that renders it ghastly white; 
and there is rarely that delicacy of feature 
that comes from high breeding and the cul- 
tivation of a bright mind within a well- 
nourished body.

One day, 
soon after the murder, the Rapid anchored 
in the bay and sent word tothe Chief that 
unless the murderer of Mr. Duval was de- 
livered within two hours the village would De 
shelled. The Solomon Isianders have. tfiad 
considerabie experience of this sort, aud the 
chief knew just what toexpect. Ths chief 
and one of his men promptly set off in a ca- 
noe for the warship, having in charge a na- 
tive whom they delivered up as the murderer 
of Mr. Duval, 

The accused man madea full confession of 
bis crime. The Captain of the Rapid madea 
careful investigation, convinced bimself 
that the prisoneer was the. culprit he was 
after, and sentenced him to be shot ats 
o’clock next morning at the village where 
the murder had occurred. 

At daybreak next morning a solemn pro- 
ce-sion of boats went ashore carrying the 
prisoner. Itwas thoughtthat the treacn- 
erous natives might be Ill-mannered enough 
to attempt tointerfere withthe programme. 
Aline of seamen Was therefore extended 
around the part ofj7 the viilage facing the 
woods to guard against surprise. The pris- 
oner was led ashore andtied to a tree, He 
was very calm, observed ali the preparations 
withoutatremor,and did not utter a word 
even when he was blindfolded. Several 
nundred natives grouped themselves around 
the place of execution, looking on in awed

IRIGH-AMERICARS AND PROTECTION. 


In his Ophir palace speech Mr. Blaine 
suggested that it was oneof the mysteries 
of pelitics that Irish-Americans should 
cast their votes against the protective pol- 
icy, The ground upon whieh Mr, -Blaine 
based his remark isthat of passion and 
prejudice and is, therefore, a reflection on 
the intelligence and American patriotism of 
Irish voters. He argues that Irish-Ameri- 
cans should fayor protection without ref- 
erence tovprinciple or its efieet upon the 
country of their adoption. 

From the standpoint of reason and prin- 
ciple, the real wonderis that any Irish- 


his unhappy country should vote for pro- 
tection. Nearly.all the woes of Ireland 
have been caused by an unfair distribution 
of the wealth of the country. The 
earnings of the Irish people have not gone 
into their pockets or been applied to their 
needs and wants. But all of their earnings 
above the barest subsistence, and some- 
times under that limit are absorbed by 
greedy landlords. With productive soil 
and all the natural elements necessary to 
prosperity, the Irish people are plunged in 
want and despair. 

Under different conditions the same un- 
just principle of distribution is applied in 
the protective tariff tax as in the oppres- 
sive rack rent. The former, however, is an 
abuse of governmental power and is there- 
fore more destructive of popular rights and 
more threatening to the liberty and pros- 
perity of the people than the latter. The 
tariff baron uses the taxing privilege to 
take the earnings of the people and place 
them in hisown pocket. It.is not a ques- 
tion of wealth making but of wealth 
placing. 

It would be strange if Irishmen who 
have seen the people of their old coun try 
ground to misery by privileged landlords 
should support a policy which gives to 
privileged plutocrats the power in the 
more dangerous and oppressive form of 
taxation to grind and rob the people of 
their new country.

The so-called Michigan plan of choosing 
electors having been pronounced constitu- 
tional by the United States Supreme Court 
is likely to attract considerable attention 


.| and may be adopted by other States. 


There is much in this method to be com- 
mended provided all the States alike 
adopt it. In many respects it is more 
democratic than the old system. It is 
closer to the principle of local self-gov- 
ernment. it prevents the total annihila- 
tion in aState of a large minority bya 
small majority and makes local sentiment 
felt in national politics. Each Congres- 
sional District preserves its integrity and 
noone section can be overridden by an- 
other. The objections to the Michigan 
plan urged with greatest earnestness are 
really leveled against the gerrymander, a 
barbarous fraud which cannot long sur- 
vive the rising moral sentiment of the peo- 
ple. Abolish the gerrymander and most 
of the objections to ehoosing electors by 
districts will disappear. 

But one surpassing good to come from 
this system is the destruction of the 
‘*nivotal Statebogey.’’ According to the 
practice now im vogue a State in which 
neither party isable to command a perman- 
ent majority may hold the key of the 
presidential situation and dictate nomi- 
nations which are often unwise, if not 
positively bad. Inthis way New York has 
for several decades controlled Democratic 
conventions.

Leave @sir Island Only to Become 
Bondsmen—Shocking Scenes Enacted 
on the Ship Mensrercag. 


The stean r Montserrat srenmet oninen te 
the bay at,San Francisco om the 16th inst. 
Facts now ee ot ublic about her recent 
voy age show She is a slave ship. The 
San Francisco Eraminer contains all the de- 
tails of ber.cruise, wrftten by a reporter of 
the paper who shipped on heras a common 
sailor, who tells how the Montserrat earried 
a cargo of slaves from the South Sea 
afd sold thém to the planters of Guatemala. 
The reporter says that alter shipping 
as a sallor he was promoted to 
be a quartermaster. We had, he says, 
on board the King of Butaritari and his 
small company of attendants, who knew the 
object of our journey, and who tadtaken 
passage with us for Rome without the slight- 


‘est fear for their personal safety and without 


comments upon the object or the outcome of 
the voyage. In the hold were stored proyis- 
ions sufficient to feed 600 men fof three 
months, 

At Nanaimo we.took on cogil to last for the 
same length of time, and then the Montserrat 


turned her prow to the southwestward and 


the real journey was beguyu. No particular 
incident occurred to reHeve the monotony of 
the journey until we reached Butaritari on 
May 26, where the King was warmly received 
by his people. 

We lay at Butaritari ten days and secured 
three laborers,one of whom was an interpret- 
er who knew the tongues of a dozen islands 
and could speak English; A white man was 
also employed there, Peter Garrick, whose 
usefulness had been demonstrated in numer- 
ous journeys with other slave traders. He 
beasted that during his stay of fifteen years 
in the islands he had taken by force and sent 
to various places in other parts of the world 
no fewer than nine hundred natives. 

We next went to.the Islang of Maraki, an- 
other of he Glibert group, where our first 
draft of ‘‘blackhirds’’ was made. 

The fir ¥ step to be taken was to visit the 
King and get his permission to take off the 
natives. Then the missionodries must be seen, 
because they generally had great influence 
with the people. 

Capt. Ferguson 
themselves to the King. 
humility, they crept on hands and kness 
across tlie floor to where His ligfness sat, 
and the guards brought mats forthem to sit 
upon. ‘ihe natives came swarming from all 
directions, and crowded around the opening 
so thick that daylight was almost shut out, 

Garrick presented Ferguson to His Majesty 
and asked him ifhbe did not remember him. 
That remark was hardly a suggestion from 
Ferguson, for he bas to account tothe King 
for the 400 fleshbare bones that are lying at 
the bottom ofthe sea, where the ITahita was 
found, mast downward.

The trembling prisoner was hurried into the 
boat and taken to the ship, where ip fear, he 
signed. 

His parents soon missed him and came out 
to the ship, demanding his release. They 
were dlerisively laughed at andtoldthat since 
he had signed he could not be given up. 
tears the, mother asked to see her boy. 
was refused, Ferguson fearing that she would 
persuade him to jump overboard at night 
and swim ashore. 

Crouched down in the boat the bereaved 
mother pulled her hair in agony and cried 
out In piteous tones. The father of the boy 
stood by in stolid silence. The mother re- 
newed her entreaties, but the same refusal 
was avain given. 

The ‘‘blacklirds’’ were in great rlee when 
the father and motber signe‘, and thereafter 
they cCirected their best efforts towards se- 
curing the young boys.of the island. Time 
and again when a boy bad come aboard, de- 
luded by some representation of Garrick’ and 
his men, we would see from the decks the 
mother standing on the sand, holding her 
arms out towards the vessel, bewalling with

Be “Preparations for the Great Events of Next 
 “Friday—The President's Cabinet ar- 
_ ¥ives—Spectacular Military Display 
Proposed—A Bureau Official Forced to 
Resign—W orld’s!Fair News. 


CuHicaGco, Ill., Oct. 19.—To-day witnessed. 


two of the most important events In connec- 

tion with the Columbian ceremonials and the 

dedication of the Wor)ld’s Fair, to be followed 

- to-night by the magnificent inaugural recep- 

‘tion and bangvet at the Auditorium. 

‘The first event wasthe celebration of ‘‘Co- 
lumbus Day’’ by the school children of the 
city and youthful enthusiasm was given the 
widest play. Acommittee representing the 
State andthe city superintendents had ar- 
ranged a programme for the celebration in 
the public schools, andthe children executed 
this order of exercises with vim when school 
opened. No union or concentration of pupils 
was attempted, but simultaneously 
in the scores of school buildings. The rooms 
in which the exercises were to take place 
were decorated ina way appropriate tothe 
occasion and, commemorating the great dis- 

' govery, were given upto the doings of the 

happy little ones. The first exercise was the 

reading of President Harrison’s prociama- 
tion. This was followed bya flag-raising, 
and the pupils saluted the colors. They also 
pledged their allegiance to the flag in concert 
and sang ‘‘America.’’ The next feature of 
the programme was reading of the 

Scriptures or some acknowledgment of the 

Divine Being. The school then joined in sing- 
ing “Columbus Day,’’ after which the pro- 
gramme was varied according to the grade. 

In primary grades the little ones recited 

patriotic verses and sang little songs, while 

in the grammar and high school grades his- 
torical essays were read, declamations de- 
livered and also singing. The next number 
on the programme was Joaquin Miller’s song, 

**‘Columbus,’’ as arranged by O. Blackman. 

In the upper grades an address was read by 

one of the pupils, entitled, ‘‘The Meaning of 

the Four Centuries.’’ This was omitted in 
lower grades, as well as the ode, ‘*Columbus’ 

Banner,’’ by Edna Dean Proctor. ‘‘The Flag 

of the Free’’ by the school closed the exer- 

cises. i ' 

The exercises were held in the assembly 
hall inthose buildings so fortunate as to 
have one, but in those without a room in 

‘which to collect the whole school the gragies 
went through the programme in their re- 
spective quarters. 

Dividing attention during the day with the 
school celebration was the arrival from 
Washington ot the Cabinet officers, members 
of the diplomatic. corps and Justices of the 
Supreme Court, to say nothing of multitudes 
of other distinguished guests, official and un- 
official, fromevery quarterof the country. 
The day was clear and cool, the cloudy, 
murky conditions prevailing yesterday hav- 
ing entirely disappeared. The city was gay 
with countless banners fluttering a hearty 
welcome to the thousands of strangers who 
were elbowing each otherin an endeavor to 
see ag muchofthe city as possible while at 
her best.

"INQUEST ON MRS PRINCLE 


The Polics Have Not Yet Caught the Mur- . 


_ Aninquest was neld this morning on the 
body of Mrs, Alics Princle, who was killed by 
her husband, Theodore Princle, last Monday 
Nineteenth, between Wash 
and Carr streets, at’ about 8:30 o’clock. 
Daisy. Mandrich, a sister of the 
deceased who was with her when she was 
shot, was the first witness examined. She 
said her’ sister was 22 years of age and had 
been married but ashort timeand having 
quarreled with her husband she had been 
living with her at their home 714 Biddle 
street. She bad heard her sister say that 
ore threatened to throw vitriol 
is; her ‘face but he never 
threatened to shoot her. She did not 
believe he would do an act sorash. Last 
Monday evening she and Alice and two other 
girls were out for a walk, and took their way 
over Nineteenth street. Alice was walking 
behind with Rosie Donnelly, and when the 
alley was reached they heard twoshots and 
turning saw the flash and heard a second 
shot. Alice dropped to the pavement 
and expired almiost immediately. She «id 
not see the man and did not Know that the 
man was Alice’s husband. The other girls, 
Katie and Hosie Donnelly, were examined 
but threw no light on the case as they did not 
see the man who fired the shot. Jefferson 
Bennel, the negro who found the revolver 
in the alley, said he saw the man 
standing atthealley gate shorfly after the 
shooting andif he saw him again he could 
identify him. Thusfarinthe inquest there 
was no tendency to show that the husband 
Killed the woman until Sergt. Michael Ryan 
took the stand and said he could pro- 
duce a witness who hed heard 
Princle make a threat ie) shoot 
his. wife, Monday afternoon. Deputy 
Coroner Meade then continued the inquest 
until to-morrow morning at 11:30 o’clock. 
The police have found nothing of Theodore 
Princle, though they are still searching for 
him inall parts ofthecity. Princle had no 
last Monday and could not get out of

HANG TONG’S TRIAL. 


The Evidence AH in and the Case Given 
to the Jury. 

The trial of Hang Tong, the Chinaman 
charged with being an accessory to Lee Qua 
Lang’s assault on Jeu Jung and Lo 
Bock at the Chinese restaurant 
on South Etghth, near Walnut 
street, Sunday afternoon, April 17, last, was 
concluded in the Criminal Court at 1 
o’clock this afternoon andthe case given to 
the jury. The witnesses for the defense were 
the prisoner himself and Police Officers 
Cavauaugh and Danaher. A good deal 
of amusement WAS created during 
the examination of the policemen bythe ef- 
forts of Mr. McBride, the prisoner’s counsel, 
to introduce evidence objectionable to Gov. 
Johnson and Mr. Bishop,the attorneys on the 
other side. He wanted to show that the only 
offense committed by Hang Tong as evidenced 
by the investigation made of the affair by 
the officers and the records of the police 
court, wasa disturbance of the peace and

The re- 
mains stillattest the former magnificance of 
that road which lead from Quito through 
Cusco into the Chilian dominions, * Its 
breadth was twenty feet, and it was con- 
ducted for 2,000 miles over pathless sierras 


buried in snow; along galleries cut for 
leagues through the living rock; across 
rivers spanned by bridges of oziers that 
swung in the air; scaling precipices by stair- 
ways hewn out of the native bed; over 
ravines of hideous depth filled up with solid 
masonry;in short, encountering and over- 
coming all the difficulties that set a wiid 
and mountainous region, and which might 
wellappal the most courageous engineer of 
modern times.

Commercial Notes. 


Owing to bad weather there have been no offer- 
ings of wheat or corn cargoes off coast in the Lon- 
don market for several Jays past. 

Present weath@r is favorable for corn and no pros- 

ecte of any immediate change. Indications are for 

rosts, which are what the crop wants now. 

The local stock of wheat in regular elevators 
pessed the 6,000,000 bu mark to-day. It is now 

6,U51,751 bu, over half of which is No 2 red. 

The capacity of the elevators at Minneapolis is 
14.455,000 bu in public houses; 3,639,000 in pri- 
vate houses; 1,230,000 bu in mills, making a grand 
total of 19, 410, 000 bu. 

The results of the Snanish wheat crop are unsatis- 
factory and under those of last year. The total 
yield is estimated at 67,812,000 bu, against 76,- 
587,200 ba in 1891 and 79.787,400 bu in 1890. 

Pradstreet’s vis — supply of wheat increased 
7,280,000 bu, of which 96Y, 0°20 bu is on the Pacitic 
Coast. Corn increased 993,000 bu, Oats increased 
141,876 bu. Last year wheat increased 4,200,000 bu. 


The deficit between the production and consump- 
tion of wheat in Portugal from Sept. 1, 1892, to 
Sept. 1803, was estimated at the sitting of the com- 
mission on tye 26th ult., at about 4,896,090 bn, and 
imnports of foreign w heat to that amount are author- 
ized from 1s6t inst. to July 31, 1893. 

Minneapolis Market Record: ‘**Corn came for- 
ward in Minnesota well during the last month. The 
crop was necessarily late, being held back by late 
planting and hot weather during the early summer.

There is un- 
doubtedly a shortage on acreage, owing to the dry 
weather. In some sections responsible farmers say 
there is not mach over half of last year's acreage put 
in Other sections report about the same acreage. 
There is nore or less complaint of insects, but it is 
too early yet to tell whether the damage will amount 
to anything. Some little new corn is being gath- 
ered, but itis entirely too green to crib or do any- 
thing with. South Michigan reports wheat seeding 
practically over; looks fairly well. but needs rain 
badiy; insects reported in some of the early sown 
wheat fields, butto no great extent; corn-husking 
has begun, with only a fair crop promised. Tennes- 
see reports very littie winter wheat seeded yet; it 
has been too dry; the acreage of wheat will be below 
the average. 

The Missourl! State report for past week: Another 
week of unusual heat, with corn the only agricult- 
ural interest benefited thereby. On the 13th and 
14th rains were general ia the northwest section 
and scattering countiesinthe northeast, southeast 
and southwest sections, bu’ none whatever is re- 
ported having fallenin the central section, Light 
irosts were repo:ted to be quite general from differ- 
ent and widely separated points, but corn is now 
safe, and tomatoesare the only product reported 
damaged. Wheat is germinating very slowly and, 
whereup, is thin, unevenand being damaged by 
bugs, flies and hoppers. The condition of the 
grou nd is affecting the acreage unfavorably. Corn 
cutting is well advanced. Pastures are so badly dried 
that corn is being fed alreadyinmany sections. A 
good, soaking rain is needed to facilitate the finish- 
ing of plowing and seeding, fill upthe creeks and 
ponds and prepare the ground ior imminent cold 
weather,

LONDON, Oct. 19.—The reminiscences of Dr. 
Le Caron, or Thomas Philip Beech, the spy 
for the British Government, who gained such 
unenviabie notoriety in 1889 by his cisclos- 
ures on bebalf of the Zimes before the Parnell 
Commission, has been made public. 

‘Le Caron recounts his early life as already 
known, ana describes how a Tennessee girl, 
who afterward married him, rescued him 
from Confederate marauders during the civil 
war in the United States. Hesays: ‘‘Oarry- 
ing the secret of my life locked in her cour- 
ageous heart, she proved as faithfulan ally 
and as perfecta foll as ever a man placed 
like me could have been given by heaven. A 
look, @ gasp, or an impulsive movement 
might ever have wrecked my life, but brave, 
affectionate, fearless, often beseeching me to 
end my terribly dangerous career, she faced 
the world with a countenance which gave no 
sign of a caution which never slumbered.’’ 

Hie calls himself a fatalist and says: ‘‘I 
never sought Fenjanism; Fenianism rather 
came to me.’’ 

He declares that when he and Gen. O’ Neill 
were received at the White House in Wash- 
ington by President Johnson, the President 
told Gen. O’Neill that he sympathized with 
the Fenlans and was willing to doallinhis 
power to assist the Fenian movement. 

‘*You must remember,’’ said ws#resident 
Johnson, ‘‘that I gave you full five days be- 
fore issulng the proclamation stopping you. 
In God’s name what more did you want? If 
you could not get there in five days, 
you could never get there, And then as 
President, I was compelled to enforce the 
neutrality laws or be denounced on every 
side.’’ 

Le Caron describes tothe utmost detail the 
whole Fenian movement against Canada, 
showing how he became acquainted with 
every man of any importance conyected with 
the movement. 

Le Caron relates that some of the subordl- 
nates and less fortunate Fenians, suspecting 
one of his government accomplices, Rose, as 
a spy onthe Fenian movement, waylaid, 
robbed and thrashed Kcse, while he, Le 
Caron, was obliged to applaud their actions.

Le Caron also attempted to pass for a 
toman Catholic, when in reality he was of 
the Presbyterian faith, and his children at- 
tended a Presbyterian sunday-school in Cnhi- 
cage, Alexander Sullivan, in getting Le 
Caron into the Clan-na-Gael, had to :ave the 
rules suspended, because of Le Caru.:’s oath 
that he was a Frenchman. 

In 1685 Le Caron made applicatfon to join 
the Cathoiic order of Foresters, but falied 
through the efforts of Dr. Cronin to thus ex- 
tend the ramifications of his work as a spy. 

During the progress of the Cronin trial 
feeling ran high against Le Caron, and it was 
freely predicted that he would be shot dead 
on the streets.

Report of Capt. Healy on the Cruise of 
the Bear. 


WASNINGTON, D. C., Oct. 19.—Capt. A. M. 
S. I. MY, in a long report to the 
Secretary of the Treasury dated Ounalaska, 
Sept. 25, of the cruise of the steamer Bear In 
North Arctic waters saysthatthe steamer 
established the station projected by the In- 
terlor Department at Port Clarence, and 
started with.177 deer and with great promise 
of success the work of Introducing reindeer 
into Alaska. Capt. Healy says that the an- 
nual cruise of the Bear has now become the 


time for adjustment of the Alffferences of 
all Kinds, the starting of\ new enter- 
prises and the correction of va- 
rious abuses. Capt. Healy says this 
season has been particularly open and nearly 
the entire whaling fleet had gone east of 
Point Darrow when the Bear salled south. 
The schooner Mary D. Hume made the extra- 
ordinary catch of thirty-nine whales during 
the spring. The establishment of the refugee 
station at Point Darrow, with its constant 
supply of provisions, has encouraged the 
Whalers to go further north and into more 
profitable places in pursuit of their trade 
with the Knowledge that in case ofaccident 
they will not be left to the mercy of an arctic 
winter wituout food or shelter. The Bear 
will assist the United States steamship 
esos in guarding the seal islands until 
ec. 1.

ARMY GUN ADOPTED. 


LOOK 
CUT 
SOR THE 


Calibsr Reduced and Smotkelsss Powder 
to Ee Used. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 19.—The Board 
ofOrdnance which has hadthe duty of ad- 
justing a smaller caliber rifle, sights and 
other details of the new magazine gun for 
the army has handed in an interesting re- 
port. Itsimportance may be judged by the 
fact that the new weapon, which is 
a@ modification of the Kelag-Jorgensen 
gun, wil be made at the _ Spring- 
field (Mass.) National Armory for the 
army and marine corps and that the 


navy will also change its rifle to correspond. 
For the purpose of supplying the army Con- 
gress has already appropriated $400,000. It is 
hoped to haye some of the new weapons 
ready by Jan. 1 and it is likely that some 
sortof smokeless powder suitable for this 
caliber will have been adopted by that time. 
The caliber of the army rifle willl be reduced 
to .20. ‘his ison the recommendation of the 
board, which had this matterin charge and 
which considered the caliber one specially 
adapted to breeches and magazine mechan- 
ism of the system selected for trial. 

To consider thoroughly all the questions 
governing the determination of caliber 
would require much time and an extended 
series of experiments, which the board does 
not consider advisable to institute in view of 
its instructions to reach a decision at an 
eurly date. The subject of ammunition was 
next considered as being most intimately 
connected with that of caliber. 

Having decided upon the caliber of .30 the 

board further recommends that the cart- 
ridge be the same in extertor form and dl- 
mensions as that used in thetests which re- 
sulted in the system represented by the Kelag- 
Jorgensen rifle, No. 5; being selected for that 
trial; that the ballet be of lead alloyed with 
tin or antimony, havinwa jac<cet of silver or 
nickeled stee!, and without luvricant or can- 
nelures; that the weight of the builet be 220 
grains;that the charge be 35 to 40 grains of 
smokeless powder, orsuch less weight as will 
give the above bulleta muzzle velocity of 
about 2,000 feet per second, with a chamber 
pressure not exceeding 45,000 poun:'s per 
square inch. With the cartridge recom- 
mended, in the opinion of the board, no pro- 
vision should be made for reloading by 
troops. 
The board is of opinion that a sight fora 
military arm should be suited for use in war, 
and that with the flat trajectory which the 
trial arm gives there is nonecessity for grad- 
uations for differences in range of less than 
one hundred yards; that a drift or wind 
gauge is notnecessary for war purposes, and 
that, as In time of war, the arm will be of 
necessity subjected to very hard usage, the 
sight should be of as simple and strong con- 
Struction as possible. 

The board recommended a rear sight of the 
same general pattern as those usedin the 
Kelag-Jorgensen magazine rifie No. 5, with 
certain modifications taken from the German 
infantry rifle. The main features of the 
Sight areasfollows: Afixed bvDase graduated 
by steps from 300 to 600 yarcs, a leaf capable 
of being turned down, either forward or 
backwarée, graduated to about 2,.00 
yards, and provided with notches 
on the side at every 100- 
yard graduation for receiving 
the catch ofthe slide; the face to be bright 
and to carry biackened graduation numbers, 
as in the German sigbt. The front sight 
recominended is similar to that of the exper- 
linental thirty caliber Springfield rifie of most 
recent pattern. <A front sight cover is not 
considered necessary, 

The recommendations haveall been prove! 
by the Chief of Ordnance, with the excep- 
tion of those relating tothe sight and bayo- 
net, which will be left open for further dis- 
cussion, and the necessary instructi@ns have 
been given to carry them out.

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COTTON CONTRACTS. 


Effect cf the Proposed Change on New 
Orleans Eusiness. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 19.—A morning 
paper publishes a lengthy interview with 
Henry 8. Hester, Secretary of the New Or- 
leans Cotton Exchange, relative to the recent 
statement of that institution refusing to 
make any change in the form of their con- 
tract. Mr. Hester shows that out of 1,000 
leading Southern interior cotton centers 


which St. Louts  - states were 
furnished with bian petitions favor- 
ing a change, only twenty-eight of 
those towns responded. He says that 
before the publication of the st. Louls 
article there was a very strong sentiment in 
favor ofa change, andto allow a middling 
clause, but that the fact developed by the St. 
Louls paper that over 970 leading Southern 
centers failed or refused to indorse the pet!i- 
tion for a change is mainly responsible fora 
revulsion in sentiment at New Orleans. Mr. 
Hester says thatthe resolutions sent by the 
Galveston Exchange to the St. Louis and 
other Exchanges are entirely different from’ 
those sent to New Orleans;that the resolu- 
tions sent to New Orleans declined opposing 
the Hatch bill because of a difference of opin- 
ion entertained by the members of the Gal- 
veston Exchange; that In the resolutions sent 
by Galveston to St. Louls nothing whatever 
was saidabout this difference of opinion, 
Galveston was only asking for a change in 
the form of contracts. 

In answer toa question of the reporter as 
to what Galveston wants Mr. Hester says his 
people are uncertain, butadds that he has 
officially ascertained that the wish of the Gal- 
veston Exchange for the passage of some 
such measure asthe Hatch bill is due to the 
belief that the Hatch measure will ruin the 
free-on-board and forward-delivery obusi- 
ness, thereby greatly injuring the business 
of small Southern towns and driving it to the 
larger cities and the seaboard. 

Mr. Hester insists that the prosperity of 
New Orleans and other large ‘southern cen- 
ters must be of necessity based on the pfo- 
sperity of the smaller commercial com- 
munities in the South, and that whereas 
much of the business that was for- 
merly done at the large centers is now con- 
trolled by the interior towns, the text of the 
letter gives ample scope for the brains and 
capital of the larger seaboard cities. Mr. 
Hester stated in that, incommon with New 
York, the belief was firmly entertained that 
the present form of contract is undoubtedly 
the most equitable that could be used for the 
interests of both planter and consumer; that, 
of course, the desire of New Orleans is to 
meet as faras possible public opinion and do 
anything that would improve the condition 
and enhance the prosperity of the cotton- 
planting interests of the South,

FEDERAL COURT NOTES. 


Remarkable Increase in ths Number of 
Liquor Dealers Arreste4. 


This morning, in the United States Circuit 
Courtin the case of Charles M. Newcomb 
against the Imperial Life. Insurance Co., 
the defendant filedanexhibitto the answer 
for the purpose of showing that no 


contract was violated. The case of the Com- 
plete Combustion Co. against the John 
O’Brien Boller Works was dismissed by the 
plaintiff. The case of W. H. Goellner against 
Charles F. Wennecker, which was trans- 
ferred from the State to the Federal Court, 
was laid over for a week. 

Nearly all the persons charged with selling 
liquor without the payment of a special tax 
have been arrested, and few more arrests 
will be made. Never before bas the United 
States Marshal served so many warrants 
during a similar time for a like offense 
as have been served since July 15. There are 
two Causes for this, the increase in the num- 
ber of saloo and the change in the law, 
which now/ maxes special taxes payable on 
July Linstead of on May 1, as was formerly 
the ease. Many saloonkeepers overlooked 
this change and were unconsciously delin- 
quent. These cases wlil be tried at the No- 
vember term of the District Court.
